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Law Student to 
Challenge SSMU 

Referendum called unconstitutional while SSMU 
COUNCILLORS SLING MUD OVER MSF QUESTION

A self-declared “average" 
law student is about to 
challenge the constitu- 
tionality of the SSMU's referen- 
dum question regarding the 
McGill Students' Fund (MSF). 

François Tanguay- Renaud 
promised that he would bring the 
referendum question to the Chief 
Returning Officer and try to prove 
that it breaches the SSMU consti- 
tution. 

"There will be a challenge — 
definitely." 

A committee headed by 
Tanguay-Renaud that also in- 
cludes Law Students' Association 
President Mario Negro will meet 
next week to devise their strategy. 
If necessary, he will pursue the 
case to the Judicial Board. 

Tanguay-Renaud said that the 
question is unconstitutional for 
three reasons. First, he believed 
that the question was unclear. 
Second, he saw that three issues 
were being brought under one 
question. (The proposed McGill 
Students’ Fund would allocate its 
money to library improvement, 
renovations, and to bursaries for 
needy students.) The SSMU con- 
stitution forbids more than one 
issue be brought to referendum 
during one referendum period. 

Also, Tanguay-Renaud argued 
that according to the constitution 
SSMU cannot increase Society 
fees twice during one year. Ac- 
cording to him, SSMU has already 
increased fees with the Sexual 
Assault Centre raise in fees from 
last semester’s referendum. 

Although outraged by the So- 
ciety’s question, he said that he 
was in support of the spirit of the 
Fund. 

“I am not against the project 
itself," he said. “But 1 believe so 
much in our community that this 
project has to be done right. We 
need to protect our rights.... This 
is a crime — you cannot violate 
the constitution." 



Tanguay-Renaud brought some 
of his objections to the question 
at last Thursday’s meeting. SSMU 
President Duncan Reid said that 
the question pertained to one sin- 
gle issue. 

"It is one solid concept, not 
three separate fees,” said Reid. 

Thursday’s meeting: soap-opera 

Emotions ran high, passions 
flared, and alliances broke in the 
name of student politics at last 
Thursday’s SSMU meeting. 

A special meeting was held to 
arrange a referendum question on 
the proposed McGill Students' 
Fund. The Fund would ask stu- 
dents to pay $38 each semester to 
library improvement, renovations 
on the Shatner building, and to 
the creation of Access Bursary 
Funds for needy students. 

The four hour event included 
numerous attempts at amend- 
ments and grand-standing 
speeches speaking for and against 
each nuance. 

The meeting began with a mo- 
tion presented by Reid regarding 
the referendum question. The 
question would ask students 
whether or not they supported the 
plan understanding that a full opt- 
out was possible. 

He argued that students who 
will becoming in following years 
should also have an option and 
not be bound by a vote in which 
they had no say. 

"Students who come to McGill 
after this year, who didn’t vote on 
this should be able to choose not 
to pay," he said. 

He also argued that having an 
opt-out clause would make the 
Fund an easier sell to students. 

“All critics are concerned 
about is the opt-out — even the 
most extreme of them," he said. 

VP External Jeff Feiner spoke 
in favour of the opt-out clause and

Alternative Budget Calls 
Martin to Task 

CCPA PROPOSES INCREASED SPENDING ON STUDENT FUNDING

T his year's federal budget 
is just about due for re 
lease, but another budget 
has snuck in first. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives (CCPA) has 
released their Alternative Federal 
Budget (AFB) for the 1999 year, 
calling for increased spending on 
medicare, home care, education, 
and in other areas. 

The CCPA releases the AFB 
annually, and has been doing so 
for the past five years. Their goal 
in releasing the budget is prima- 
rily to "raise awareness in the 
Canadian population," but the 
budget also made some political 
ground, when it was presented 
directly to Paul Martin last week. 

"Martin said ho shared our 
objective," said Paul Leduc 
Browne, Senior Research Fellow 
with CCPA. "He ‘hopes to see 
more groups like ours."’ 

Browne was skeptical about 
the amount of influence the 
budget actually had on Martin. 
"The overall direction of the fed- 



eral government is toward cutting 
back. The AFB increases the 
scope of public policy ... clearly, 
you can't see much influence." 

The budget calls for a total in- 
creases in "core program spend- 
ing" of $12 billion in 1999, as well 
as $f> billion in employment in- 
surance benefits. These spending 
increases are not unfeasible, ac- 
cording to an independent eco- 
nomic forecasting firm hired by 
CCPA. 

For students, the AFB pro- 
posed to increase funding and 
create a national program of 
grants for students to replace the 
existing system of loans. The AFB 
proposed a National Post-Sucond- 
ary Education Act to ensure na- 
tional standards, a fund provid- 
ing cash transfers for colleges and 
universities, and a National Sys- 
tem of Student Grants to help stu- 
dents finance education. 

“It’s clear that universities 
have become run-down. The AFB 
proposed to increase transfer pay- 
ments to the provinces.... Overall, 



a doubling in spending," he said. 

Some national student leaders 
have sang praise for the AFB. 

“We are very supportive of the 
budget. Budgets are policy 
choices that influence real peo- 
ple," said Simone Sait-Pierre, 
Communications Coordinator for 
the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents (CFS). Though the CFS also 
views the budget as a tool for rais- 
ing public awareness, they also 
see it as having potential in terms 
of affecting public policy. 

"Though it's a national budget, 
it can also aid in influencing pro- 
vincial policy, in terms of influ- 
encing grants ...and such things." 

But some felt that the changes 
proposed in the AFB still fall 
short of feasible. 

Hoops Harrison of the Cana- 
dian Alliance of Student Associa- 
tions felt that the AFB was poorly 
researched and wondered if it 
could have any policy influence. 

"1 was concerned about some 
areas of the budget,” said

At McGill, a conference organ- 
ized by ANAB Quebec (Associa- 
tion for Assistance to Persons Suf- 
fering from Anorexia Nervosa and 
Bulimia) was held, to which stu- 
dents brought their diet books, 
programs, pills and scales, and 
happily through them into a big 
trash can. 

The National Eating Disorder 
Information Centre (NEDIC), 
based in Toronto, claims that at 
any time 70 percent of women 
and 35 percent of men are diet- 
ing. 

The problem is, 98 percent of 
them fail. At the same time, last 
year people spent S40 billion on 
diet programs, services and 
books, according to the ANAB 
brochure. 

According to Donna 
Kuzmarov, a counselor at the Eat- 
ing Disorders Unit of the McGill 
Health Center, the majority of di- 
ets fail due to their excessive 
restricitons and over-zealous 
goals. 

“People don’t tend to follow 
them, and they usually end up 
bingeing and overeating," 
Kuzmarov mentioned. 

For instance, taking laxatives 
that advertise quick weight loss 
and control was proven to be use- 
less and often dangerous to over- 
all health. They were found to 
cause dehydration and a danger- 
ous acceleration in the digestive 
process. So, apparent loss of 
weight is due to water loss. 

Restrictive eating very often 
leads to development of an eat- 
ing disorder, bo it anorexia or 
bulimia. According to ANAB 
Quebec’s press release, everyone 
who ends up with those diseases 
started from a diet. 

"While not everyone who fol- 
lows a diet ends up with an eat- 
ing disorder, 100% of those with 
anorexia or bulimia started by go- 
ing on a diet." 

Dieting causes some to loose 
control over hunger, develop 
compulsive over-control, and re- 
sults in anorexia, bulimia, or 
both. 

So, why do people go on di- 
ets? Both ANAB Quebec and 



NEDIC believe that the main de- 
mon is media’s portrayal of ideal 
women and the society’s expec- 
tations of what a woman should 
look like. 

"If we watch 60,000 images a 
year with 59,999 of those being 
of thin women, we get the mes- 
sage that’s the way we should 
look, while those models com- 
prise only one percent of the to- 
tal population of women,” said 
Clare Lord, president of ANAB 
Quebec noted. 

University students are prob- 
ably affected the most, for they 
comprise the risk group of the 
population in their early twenties. 
Statistics from NEDIC suggest that 
about one out of every hundred 
women are starving themselves, 
and four out of a hundred have 
bulimia. 

Director of McGill Residences 
Mrs. Tracy Florence acknowl- 
edges that eating disorders is an 
issue with students living in resi- 
dences, but "since it is a private 
issue," she could not even ap- 



proximate the number of people 
suffering from eating problems. 

Dr. Pierre Tellier, medical di- 
rector of Student Health Services, 
says that right now Eating Disor- 
der Unit is helping 22 people and 
during the two-year period of the 
Unit’s functioning approximately 
the same number of students were 
helped each semester. 

"Yet this is only a tip of an 
iceberg, for many people who 
have real eating disorders don't 
want to get help, and there is 
another group of people who 
have some symptoms of an eat- 
ing disorder, but not the actual 
sickness, such as over-exercising 
or dieting," explained Dr. 
Tellier. 

According to Tellier, both 
symptoms are known to originate 
most commonly when students 
begin university.

A nyone passing by the 
James administration 
building on Monday, 
February 1 probably noticed the 
large pile of garbage stacked high 
outside on the lawn. If you took 
the time to chat with one of the 
QPIRG Campus & Environmental 
Action Committee members 
present, you most likely signed a 
petition to press McGill into 
adopting a comprehensive envi- 
ronmental policy. 

Monday’s demonstration was 
to promote awareness on cam- 
pus that McGill is lagging far 
behind when it comes to the 
environmental standards that 
have been implemented across 
the rest of the country. 

As organizer Jeff Roberts 



noted, "There was a wave of 
environmental awareness that 
came through the country, un- 
fortunately, it seems that it 
passed right over Québec.

This is only the beginning of 
a campaign that is sure to raise 
eyebrows in the near future. 
Roberts says that the committee 
is currently putting together a 
panel discussion of professors 
in March to discuss the current 
state of affairs. This will be in 
addition to a motion in senate 



attempting to implement a 
green policy at McGill. 

CEAC co-coordinator, Becky 
Lipton, says it is extremely im- 
portant to get that policy in 
place because once there is a 
structure to carry out, McGill 
can begin to catch up to the rest 
of the country. "It would 
oblige McGill to adhere to cer- 
tain regulations," says Lipton, 
"In Ontario, University of To- 
ronto, Guelph, Waterloo all 
have great programs, so do 
UBC and Simon Fraser, in B.C. 
Even Concordia has had a 
solid system in place for the 
last few years." 

It seems that most univer- 
sities in Canada already have 
a formal responsibility to the 



environment and QPIRG is 
only trying to raise McGill to 
that level. The awareness cam- 
paign is necessary, Lipton 
says, because first people need 
to be informed as to what is 
taking place, and then a struc- 
ture needs to be properly de- 
signed. Once that structure is 
in place, it can only grow. 

If Monday’s response to the 
campaign is any indication, 
there appears to be support 
from the student body. As 
both Lipton and Roberts said, 
the beautiful weather on Mon- 
day only helped their cause, 
as people were positive, recep- 
tive and genuinely concerned. 

One can only hope that the 
university will be so supportive.

Though Delisle answered 
point-blank "no,” when asked if 
a historical work could be neutral, 
this woman still seeks the Truth, 
with a capital T. She seeks it 
with the methods of a detective 
rather than those of a traditional 
historian and from her confi- 
dent (bordering on self-right- 
eous) tone you can tell she feels 
she has it. 

However, her truth is not the 
same as that of Québec histori- 
cal orthodoxy or of those who 
hold hiring power in the univer- 
sities. As the man who intro- 
duced her at the bookstore 
where she spoke this past 
Thursday lightheartedly an- 
nounced, “This book will make 
it hard for Esther to do more 
academic work." Her book, en- 
titled Myths, Memory and Lies, 
basically claims that traditional 



TROUBLING PAST.” 

According to Delisle’s exten- 
sive research, PQ founder René 
Levesque lied. And it turns out 
that former Canadian ambassador 
to France Georges Vanier gave 
notorious Nazi collaborators visas 
allowing them to enter Canada. 
Keep that in mind next time 
you’re riding the orange line. 
However, people’s personal lies 
are not the main thing Delisle 
exposes with her work. She has 
taken on the task of refuting the 
existence of The Quiet Revolu- 
tion, often classified as the most 
important event of the twenti- 
eth century in Québec. Unfor- 
tunately for her, this emergence 
of a modern Québec and decline 
in the Church's influence on the 
province is already dry ink in 
history textbooks. Imagine trying 
to explain to an eighteenth cen- 
tury rationalist that the Enlight- 



enment, the set of ideas that de- 
fines him, was a myth based on 
lies covering up a dirty past. Defi- 
nitely a thankless task. 

But Delisle is set in her con- 
viction to do it. With her thick 
French accent and without the 
prompting of nolecards, Delisle 
stated her conclusions intensely 
and fluently to an audience com- 
posed of students, many just there 
by coincidence, and a smattering 
of older people who came for the 
occasion. Delisle’s main thesis is 
hat before and during 
“ >EA ‘ S Vorld War II, many 
WAKE Juebec politicians and 
’HE lumbers of the intelli- 
entsia were sympa- 
lietic to the Nazi-in- 
stalled Vichy regime in 
France and right-wing ideologies 
in general. About a decade after 
the war, when accounts of Nazi 
atrocities became publicly 
known, young sovereigntists 
and older federalists like 
Trudeau tacitly agreed to en- 
tirely forget their former sympa- 
thies. This agreement overcame 
their political rivalry because, 
Delisle explains, "In order to 
sell their ideas they had to for- 
get, and make everyone else for- 
get, the troubling past." 

But the politicians weren’t 
the only ones involved in this 
conspiracy. The Québec intel- 
ligentsia, who didn't mind for- 
getting they had wined and 
dined with collaborators, also 
pretended they saw no dirt swept 
under the rug of forgetfulness. 
Then, worst of all from a histori- 
an’s view, Québec historians 






pulled their own 
collaborating act. 

Delisle’s explana- 
tion of how the 
men in power got 
away with this 
blatant fabrication 
of the past is that 
"There is nothing 
like power to 
make your views, 
however ludi- 
crous, have influ- 
ence." She’s got a 
point there, and 
has gathered 
mounds of proof 
from various sun- 
dry sources to 
prove it. 

While most of 
the people listen- 
ing to her persua- 
sive presentation 
on McGill terri- 
tory nodded along in agreement, 
she has more opponents than sup- 
porters. Challenging the status 
quo is rarely a popular thing to 
do and Delisle got attention from 
yet another premier back in 1994 
when Jacques Parizeau took time 
out of his first speech in office to 
refer insultingly to her work. Her 
fellow historians, besides not mak- 
ing it easy for her to get a job in the 
field, also criticize her unorthodox 
methodology. Delisle’s methods 
are indeed quite unique and she’s 
proud of it. She points out that 
"history books don’t liavo inter- 
views." Yet her book is largely 
based on them and she quipped 
That “old ladies are the blessing of 
historians" for their willingness to 
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spill the beans and help her dig to 
the Truth. 

Whuthorsho has the real facts 
or not is still up for debate, but she 
does have a damn good cuse and 
she’s definitely not doing what she 
does for the fun of it. As for the 
non-existent monetary guarantee 
of her work, I was pleasantly sur- 
prised that her only promotional 
comment was a plea to "Help a 
poor author feed her animals.” No 
matter what you may think of her 
views, it’s nice to know that peo- 
ple like Esther Delislu are around 
and wouldn't let those animals 
stealthily change their mantra 
from "four legs good, two legs 
had" to “four legs good, two legs 
better" in peace. 



Federal Stats Counter Myth of a 
Southbound Brain Drain

OTTAWA (CUP) — There is 
little evidence Canada is suffer- 
ing a mass exodus of talented 
workers to the United States, 
federal government figures 
show. 

In fact, a largo number of 
educated workers are coming 
into the country from around 
the world, contributing to a 
“brain gain” rather than a “brain 
drain,” the study suggests.

According to the unpub- 
lished Statistics Canada report 
completed last October, ap- 
proximately 32,800 university- 
educated people immigrated to 
Canada annually between 1990 
and 1996. 

In contrast, only 8,500 Cana- 
dians with post-secondary educa- 
tion left each year to the United 
States. 

In other words, every year 
Canada gained almost four times 
the number of educated workers 
than it lost. 

"And those numbers are very 
conservative,” said Scott Murray, 
a Statistics Canada researcher and 
author of the report. "The U.S. 
output numbers are overesti- 



mated, while the immigration fig- 
ures are underestimated." 

More specifically, the study 
also showed that more people 
with master’s and Ph.D. degrees 
immigrated to Canada than left 
here for the U.S. 

The only sector where interna- 
tional immigration did not out- 
strip emigration to the United 
States was health. 

In a brief paper released last 
Wednesday, the left-wing Cana- 
dian Centre for Policy Alterna- 
tives argued that doctors and 
nurses are moving south of the 
border because health cuts and 
salary caps are making it difficult 
to practice in Canada. 

The short paper also stated that 



fiscal conservatives who demand 
tax cuts to combat the so-called 
brain drain are fighting a fictitious 
battle. 

“This (government) study was 
an effort to inject reality into the 
debate on the brain drain," said 
Seth Klein, director of the group’s 
B.C. office. 

But according to a right-wing 
think-tank, the Statistics Canada 
study is flawed. "It is very flimsy 
mathematics they are employ- 
ing," said Walter Robinson, ex- 
ecutive director of the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation. 

"The brain drain is real. Yes, 
there is a small number of profes- 
sionals leaving to the United 
States, but they’re impact on our 



tax base is huge.” 

Citing a study by the C.D. 
Howe institute, Robinson pointed 
out that in 1996, 8, 600 highly 
skilled managers and profession- 
als moved permanently to the 
United States. 

In the same year, roughly 
44,000 high-skilled workers wont 
to work down south on temporary 
visas. 

A high-skilled worker was de- 
fined as someone making $70,000 
or more per year. 

If you look at the $70,000 plus 
tax bracket, argued Robinson, you 
realize that even though this 
group makes up only 6 pur cent 
of all taxpayers, they contribute 
31 per cent of all tax revenue.

sides of the paper, and even by 
handing in assignments that use 
both sides of the paper.

(continued from front page] 
said that it gives the student “the 
option to help the institution 
out." VP University Affairs Sam 
Johnston also supported the idea, 
citing that the current Library 
Improvement Fund gives the stu- 
dents the option not to pay. 

Opposition was almost imme- 
diate, headed by Religious Stud- 
ies representative Douglas 
Painter. He complained that an 
opt-out would allow some stu- 
dents to enjoy the benefits with- 
out paying. He also believed that 
the opt-out would destroy the 
communitarian 
ideal of the 
Fund, calling 
the opt-out 
clause a "trav- 
esty." 

"Com m u- 
nity resources 
paid by the 
community," 
said Painter. 

"Opting-out is 
defeating the 
heart of the 
message." 

He later poked at Reid’s opt- 
out argument and said, “Reid's ar- 
gument doesn't make sense.... We 
vole for executives for the year to 
come." He then made an amend- 
ment to the existing motion to 
take out the opt-out clause. 

Visibly ill, Reid said he was 
"not willing to continue the an- 
tagonism," and said that it lias 
taken a toll on his health." 

Almost all the councillors 
Q dded to the debate, dividing 
many into two camps. After over 
two hours of discussion, the 
amendment was finally passed, 
eliminating the opt-out dauso 
hoin the referendum question. 



The vote passed by a count of 17 
to 5. 

However, grumbling began 
from those who supported the 
opt-out. An angry Reid stood and 
launched an attack at his fellow 
councillors: "You are just a bunch 
of fucking talking-heads.... I am so 
angry at what you are choosing do 
to your constituents." 

The vote on the amendment 
was reconsidered. A vote was re- 
taken, but the amendment passed 
again. Upset by the amendment 
and wishing to reconsider the 
vote, Reid left the room. 



Painter then proceeded to at- 
tack Reid and the rest of council 
for what he perceived as imma- 
turity in their behavior. 

"We're turning council into a 
farce,” said Painter. "I really fuel 
ashamed. We're grasping at 
straws.... Why are we doing [this 
rc-votel? Because Duncan's mad. 
I’m sorry to pin this on Duncan. 
I'm embarrassed for him.... Is this 
an elected body or are was going 
to screw around?" 

Councillors began leaving the 
room — an act which outraged 
many of the other counci Hors, lead- 
ing to accusations that the absen- 
tees were trying to break quorum. 



A few minutes later, as Painter was 
about to leave the meeting, he told 
council the difficulty of continuing 
to serve for SSMU. 

"I don't know if I can do this 
because credibility is becoming 
an issue,” he said. 

After the meeting, Reid re- 
sponded to these charges, attrib- 
uting them to the heat of the de- 
bate. 

“Doug (Painter) was clearly 
emotional.... I am not embar- 
rassed for myself. I think council 
ignored what was a fair and just 
proposal. The people who sup- 
ported the 
opt-out sup- 
ported the 
IFuikII the 
most. I think 
it was upset- 
ting that 
those coun- 
cillors who 
will be less 
involved in 
brining for- 
ward the 
Fund were 
forcing their 

ideas.” 

The referendum question in its 
amended form passed unani- 
mously at the end of meeting. 

Clubs and Services Repre- 
sentative Tamana Kochar said 
that the unanimity of the vote 
proved that council was still 
united behind the Fund. "We all 
want this to pass and we will 
make it happen together," she 
said. 

Reid also believed he had a 
good proposal to take to students: 
"I'm still convinced wo have a 
strong concept, the vast majority 
of students support its cause and 
understand its needs."

Harrison. "This year, like most, 
it contains a lot of spending line 
items that would be very benefi- 
cial for Canadians. However, they 
fail lo demonstrate where they are 
going to find that money, where it's 
going to come front, and what re- 
percussions it would have." 

Harrison also criticized the 
AFB’s education proposals for cre- 
ating a national system of grants 
for student financial aid. 

"The argument is that, if you 
pool all the money of current fi- 
nancial aid programs: loans, bur- 
saries, grants, etc., there is enough 
money to pay for the tuition costs 
of all students. But you wouldn't 
have what students rely on assist- 
ance for over and above tuition. 
Approximately 70% of a student 
loan disbursement is for tilings 
other than tuition, whether it be 
food, lodging, transportation, or 



whatever," said Harrison. 

Harrison was supportive of the 
AFB’s recommendations for the 
quality of education: "There was a 
call for national standards for edu- 
cation ... we are supportive of 
that." 

And ns Canada awaits the next 
federal budget, slated to come out 
within the next week, student lead- 
ers are planning for last budget’s 
education pledge: the $2.5 Billion 
Canada Millennium Scholarship 
Foundation. 

CASA has sent out a press re- 
lease advertising their representa- 
tion on the national body charged 
with overseeing the scholarships 
and vowed to ensure that its im- 
plementation would be directed 
on a need-based criteria. 

“It is going toward the neediest 
students, going toward 300 000 
students a year. There are only 375 
000 students receiving Canada stu- 



dent loans this year. Almost 100% 
percent of students on [Canada 
Student Loansl ... will be able to 
receive assistance. That is good." 

However, the CCPA and CFS 
have both been in opposition to the 
program, calling for the money to 
be allocated in grants. 

Leduc Browne said that the 
scholarships were misguided in 
their intention to help students: "It 
doesn’t address the issue of stu- 
dent need.” 

In a press release, CFS National i 
Deputy Chairperson Jennifer Story i 
criticized the Millennium fund for I 
being a stop-gap measure. 

"Boutique programs like the 
Millennium Scholarship simply 
will not work. You can’t cut more 
than 3 billions from education and 
training fund and expect that pro- 
viding .$300 million a year in schol- 
arships is going to fix the damage," 
she said.
